Mondays  10  Lectures 

Canada  has  since  1946  experienced  one  of  tlie  most 
dramatic  periods  of  development  in  her  history.  The 
decade  of  the  sixties  promises  a continuation  of  this 
growth  based  upon  population  expansion,  industrial 
diversification  and  sustained  exploitation  of  our  mineral 
wealth.  By  selecting  ten  representative  industries  and 
axamining  their  relative  importance,  problems  and 
expansion  possibilities,  a broad  picture  of  Canada’s 
growth  prospects  will  be  presented. 

This  is  the  sixth  year  of  this  course  designed  primarily 
for  persons  concerned  vrith  industry,  particularly  in- 
vestors, accountants,  lawyers,  engineers,  suppliers,  and 
those  whose  professions  ded  with  a cross-section  of 
industry.
